CASE DATES BACK TO '38 


' Two Prominent Bostonians Accused of 


Stealing Property to the Value of 


$12,000 of Deceased Depositors In 


Savings Bank—Outcome of Investi- 


gation Started Three Years Ago by 
Attorney General of Massachusetts 


Boston, May 7.—Two prominent 


local lawyers. Charles H. Adams and 
"William W. Klsk, the former a consul 
lor three countries and Massachusetts 
commissioner, for all the states in the 
Union, pleaded not guilty to indict 
ments charging them with obtaining 
?12,000 of unclaimed deposits from 
the Suffolk Savings 
bank

spiracy. 


The two lawyers have been acting 


&s public administrators and as spe 
cial administrators for persons 
Irv- 


ing out of the state and interested in 
property in process of settlement 
ii 


Massachusetts. 
The 
indictment 


charge the two men with conspiring 
in the substitution of mythical heirs 
to the estate of Ellis Gray in order to 
obtain the money from the savings 
banlc. 


Gray died in 1S3S, and In 1902 the 


Suffolk Savings bank published a list 
of unclaimed deposits, among them 
being seven depositors who could not 
be located, but who appeared as heirs 
of the Gray estate. 


In 1902 Kisk was appointed public 


administrator by the probate court, 
and it is charged in the indictment 
that with Adams certain heirs were 
Drought forward and the money ob- 
tained i'rom the savings bank. 


Adams- has occupied a prominent 


position in this city for a number of 
years, principally as-a Massachusetts 
commissioner for other states. 
Re- 


cently he was appointed United States 
consul for Liberia and Nicaragua, and 
vice consul for "Uruguay. 
He is 53 


years old, and has extensive offices 
neve. 


Both men were held in 55000 bail, 


which was furnished. 
The arrest r>E 


these two well-known attorneys is 
the outcome of an investigation start- 
ed three years ago by Attorney Gen- 
eral Malohe.1 During June, 1907, the 
attorney general's office filed interro- 
gations with the probate court and a 
protracted hearing was held in which 
Adams claims both he and Risk were 
exonerated from all charges of irregu- 
larities. 


After the case was heard the dis-

Boyle, a sister of James Boyle. Ap- 
parently, from the line of questioning, 
the prosecution wanted to prove by 
her that the kidnapping conspiracy 
was formed while Mrs. Boyle was 
visiting in Sharon with her husband 
and that she was implicated in if.. 
It 


is surmised that the object of this ia 
to overcome her contention that she 
could not have violated a law in this 
state while she was living in Ohio. 


From the earnestness w:ith which 


the defense opposed 
the 
questions 


asked it is believed a great deal will 
depend upon the court's decision as to 
the admissibility of the testimony in 
dispute. It is believed this will be but 
the beginning of a long and bluer 
legal wrangle and it is predicted that 
the woman's tiial will not be complet- 
ed before Saturday afternoon at the 
earliest. 


Mrs. Boyle took a prominent part in 


the selection of her jury, prompting 
her attorneys in numerous cases and 
evidencing a preference for "young, 
unmarried jurors. 
The jury selected 


contains six farmers, and four of the 
jurors are members of the jury that 
convicted Boyle. 


That Boyle's trial came to such an 


abrupt ending, immediately after tht 
state had rested, was due to the fact 
that so strong a case had been made 
against him. 
From the night before

Later the woman discovered that the man had been paid $2 a head 


by workers of one party and $4 each by another political body. That 
gave me an insight into what would happen in some of the big states 
like Massachusetts, N 
7ew York, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin and Iowa 


if suffrage were general. 


No, indeed, the ballot is not the means through which women can 


work the most good. Just stop to think a minute at what great for- 
ward steps that have been taken by women. Haven't men been instru- 
mental in effecting them?

Passed Away Very (Suddenly at His 


Apartments in Boston 


The sad news was received here on 


Thursday noon of the sudden death 
in Boston of 
Hon. Joseph Albert 


Walker of this city who makes his 
winter home in Boston. 


The 
Herald 
was able to give a 


brief report of 
the 
circumstances 


yesterday anl today gives a full ac- 
count of his life. 


Mr. Walker who has been in fail- 


ing health for some time, due to cat- 
aracts on his eyes, whicu made him 
practically blind, had been out driv- 
ing with his family, as has been his 
custom every pleasant day, and he 
had just returned to his apartments 
at the hotel Vendome, when he suf- 
fered an ill turn and died in a few 
minutes. 
Heart 
trouble 
was 
the 


cause of his death. 


Mr. Walker is practically the last 


of the old business men of this city 
who started with practically nothing 
and after years of labor and business 
cares laid down their work leaving a 
fortune. 
He has been -'prominently 


associated with this city all his life 
and 
was 
really 
the 
founder 
of 


the big coal industry here. 


He was born in this city August 12, 


1S39 and was the oldest of eight chil- 
dren of Nathaniel K.- and Sarah 
M. 


(Pray) Walker of this city. 
He at- 


tended the public schools here and 
after 
graduating 
from 
the 
High 


school attended the Master William 
C. Harris school, and was present in 
the class room when that venerable 
instructor expired. 


After his school days he entered the 


fur and hat store of his father Na- 
thaniel K. Walker of this city. About 
that time the majority of his school 
chums were taken to the sea and he 
took a try at it, but three month? 
before the mast and he was 
very 


willing to return to his father's store. 


In 1858 he was taken into the firm 


which became known as the N. K. 
Walker and Son Company. 


In 1868 he went into the coal bus- 


iness with Charles E. Walker and the 
firm was known as Charles E. Walk- 
er and Co. In 1S7-1 he sold out hi? 
interest in the N. K. Walker com- 
pany to his brother, Arthur W. Walk- 
er. 


He continued in business with C. 


E. Walker until IS80 when the firm 
dissolved by mutual consent and C. 
E. Walker retained 
I he business on 


Water street which he hold until his 
death. 


Mr. J. Albert. Walker then leased 


the property nf the Concord R. 
R. 


company on Market, street and erect- 
ed what was then one of the largesl 
coal pockets in the country. 


In ISSf his business had increased 


so that he opened an office in Boston. 
Later he took his brotncr in business 
with him and the company became 
known as J. Albert Walker and Co. 
In 
1SS- 
r> he imrnha.sor! the 
adjoining 


property and 
later 
increased 
his 


holdings until he had the water front 
as far as what is now the coal wharf 
of Gray and Prime. 


at the Vendome in Boston and his 
summer he passed 
at 
the 
Hotel 


Wentworth at New Castle. 
A few 


years ago he offered the city the lot 
of land on Middle street between the. 
estate of Hon. Wallace Hackett and 
Mr. Benjamin Green, as a site for a 
public library, and offered to build a 
modern library building on condition 
that it be known as the Walker Pub- 
lic Library. There was objection to 
this and after having the plans all 
drawn he withdrew his offers owing 
l.o the opposition and it is said, was 
grievously hurt by the refusal of his 
offer. 


At the time of his death he 
held 


considerable real estate in this city 
and was reputed to be worth about 
$2,000,000. 
He was vice' president of 


the Granite 
State Fire 
Insurance 


company and a-director of the Ports- 
mouth Fire Association. He was al- 
so a director of the New Hampshire 
National Bank, a trustee of the Pia- 
cataqua Savings Bank, a former di- 
rector of the Portsmouth and Dover 
R. R., and vice president 
of 
two 


'small branch roads some years ago. 
He was a member of the 
Warwick 


club of this city, and of the Algon- 
quin club, Boston Art club, Beacon 
society and the New Hampshire club 
of Boston, a member of the De Witt 
Clinton Commandery, .Knights Tem- 
plar and St. Andrews Lodge, A. F. 
and A. M., Piscataqua Lodge, I. O. O. 
F.r all of this city. 


Mr. Walker has given freely to the 


Cottage hospital, the Chase. Home for 
Children and other charitable insti- 
tutions in this city. In many ways he 
has helped this city. 
In the famous 


coal strike Mr. Walker secured coal 
for the people, when 
other 
places 


could not get it, and when he sold 
coal at SI 4 a ton to the people of this 
city, it was selling in Boston for ?20. 
This : same coal cost Mr. Walker on 
his wharf a little over ?14 .a ton, and 
it. is a well known fact that he could 


have got $18.a ton by letting it go.; 
from the vessel to the cars 
to be 


shipped elsewhere, but he refused to 
do it.
